Chemistry 1A Puts 
Accent on Quantity

Art Hayes, who accom- 
panies Dr. Walter Brooks 
in team teaching classes, 
latest SAC innovation, says 
they are attempting “to 
cover more material in greater 


depth with at léast as good re- 
sults.” 

Prime function of team teach- 
ing, which debuted this semester, 
is flexibility. It enables Hayes 
and. Dr. Brooks to cover in two 
lectures as much material as they 


* used to cover in three lectures. 


“Chemistry is now more quan- 
titative than qualitative,” ex- 
plains the moustached instructor. 
“Chem 1A students meet to- 
gether for one lecture, and with 


the use of overhead projector | 


transparencies, we can. delve into 
more yhackground materials and 
math’ concepts.” 

Main reason for team teaching, 
stresses Hayes, is the “time” 
factor. In the past, there was no 
time to cover in depth existing 
material, as well as the increas- 
ing volumes of new chemistry 
literature. 

Joining the blackboard as a 
means of communicating visibly 
with students will be instructional 
television beginning in the fall. 

“Television will be an exten- 
sion of the teacher’s personal-

Chiang Kai-shek, leader of the 
Nationalist China regime on Tai 
wan, was called by Ting a grea 
leader of free China for many 
years. Unfortunately his govern: 
ment is now too weak to stand 
against Communist military 
strength, Ting continued. “What 
the people need is a new, young! 
er leader as well as a new pur. 
pose.” 


Referring to the current Sino- 
Soviet conflict, Ting said “There 
is basically no difference be. 
tween the Red Chinese and the 
Russian Communists. The. dis- 
agreement is between Mao Tse: 
tung and Khrushchev, who both 
want to lead the entire Commu 


. nist world. 


“This internal disagreement is 
the weakest point in the Commv- 
nist government,” he added. 


After Ting has finished his 
schooling in America, he plans to 
return to China. He wants ti 
work to free the people of his 
homeland from Communism. “I 
will not force them by political 
thought as the communists do,” 
he says. “I only want to teach 
them to be human beings.” 


Having no education ‘ until 
1956, Ting attended a govern- 
ment high school in Hong ‘Kong. 
After graduating in 1959, he en- 
rolled in a Christian colleg¢ 
where he learned English. 


Ting’s parents and four bro; 
thers and sisters still reside in 
Hong Kong.

Southwestern 
is five steps above SAC on the 
EC. ladder with a 4-4 mark after 
having defeated Grossmont. 


Sitting on top the East- 
ern Conference standings 
with a 12-1 record, coach 
Arlin Pirtle’s Santa Ana 
College golf team can’t 
afford to relax with second 
place Chaffey trailing the 
Dons. by one-half game. 

Santa Ana scored a triple 
win at Mesa Verde Country 
Club Monday to stretch the Don 
winning streak to nine matches. 
The Dons avenged an earlier loss 
to Orange Coast by downing the 
Pirates 26-14. Santa Ana also tri- 
umphed over Southwestern 30-10 
and blanked Grossmont 40-0. 

Freshman Dennis Parks cap- 
tured medalist honors for the 
Dons, with a three over par 75. 

Pirtle expects little trouble 
Monday when the Dons travel to 


Fleet footed centerfielder Ken 
Tucker leads the Santa Ana hit- 
ting attack with a torrid .441 
average with 15 hits in 34 at bats 
with nine rbi’s.

Santa Ana warmed. up for its 
meeting with the Hornets and 
Apaches by defeating the USC 
Frosh 68-53 at the Coliseum 
Saturday. 

Minus versatile Bob Grant, 
sprinter Bob Armstrong, high 
jumper Dover Barnes and hurd- 
ler Cliff Schlueter, Santa Ana 
still, copped five. first places 
against the Trojan yearlings. 


Eastern Conference 440 cham- 
pion John Middleton dropped 
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down to the sprints against the 
Trobabes to record a 22.6 win- 
ning effort in the 220 after plac- 
ing second in the 100. 


Dick Carter took the javelin 
with a throw of 173-9 and Mike 
Harrington captured the discus 
with a toss of 142-9%. 


Distance ace Jim Conlay easily 
won the two mile in 9:30.6. Jon 
Keith clocked 1:54.5 in the 880 
to finish second behind the fab- 
ulous Bruce Bess. 


Bob Delaney led a Don sweep 
in the mile with a time of 4:13.7. 
Delaney, who has the best 880, 
mile and two mile marks in the 
state, was followed by George 
Aguirre (4:26) and Ed Keith 
(4:28). 


Although not expected to 
match the talented Dons in depth, 
Fullerton has three of the finest 
pole vaulters in JC competition. 
Bob Maimbourg has soared 14-8 
for the top mark. in the state. 
Mack Waltmire and Ray Reeves 
have both reached 14-4%4.
